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GAME OF REVERSIC. 


CHAPTER THE FIRST. 
HIS Game is called Rrevrns1s, 


| becauſe it is abſolutely different 
from all other Games. It was invented 


by the Spanlards, 


Is the Game of Reverſie, it is the Perſon 
that makes the feweſt Points and Tricks 
that wins the Party; but by a Rule that is 
very ſingular, he that gains all the Tricks 
is to be paid double what is played for by 
the three other Perſons of the Party. 
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| GOR. —— This Term is uſed when 
Quinola, (which is the Knave of Hearts) or 


any of the Aces remain to the laſt, in the 


Hand of any Perſon of the Party, and that 


he cannot diſpoſe of them. 


To make the Reverſis, is to win all the 

To break the Reverſis, is to take a 
Trick from a Perſon that deſigned to make 
the Reverſis. | 

To break the Reverſis, & la bonne, is 10 
take the tenth or eleventh Trick from a 


Perſon that had taken nine or ten Tricks 


follow ing. 


Tur Game of Reverſis can only be played 
by four Perſons. 


In this Game, only 48 Cards are uſed, 
the four Tens being put out; yet it has 


ſometimes. been played wirh all the Cards, 


to cauſe the making the Reverſis the more 


difficult. 
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Tun 2 Ace is the higheſt Card: It takes 
the King—the King the Queen,—and lo on; 
the higheſt Card always taking the lowelt. 


Ix the Game of Reverſis, the Knave of 
Hearts is called Quinola, and has no other 
Rank but that of next the Queen, al- 
thouch it is the principal Card in the Game, 
It 1s by it alone that the Pool can be 
won; on that any one can be St. 


Tux Pool is won every Time one of the 
Party gives Quinoia in renouncing ; and 
the Perſon is ed from whom Quinola is 
forced by the leading of Hearts, or when 
it remains gorge in the Hand of any of 
the Party, 


THE Perſon that begins voluntarily with 
Quinola, will allo be beſed, if he does not 
make the Reverſis; and the Perſon that 
wins the Patty, is to receive from him the 
Payment that has been agreed for Quinola.

Tnx Dealer is to put out a Card without

He that deals falſely loſes his Deal; 
and it paſſes to him that ſits to the Right. 


Ir by Miſtake the ſame Perſon has dealt 
twice following, it paſſes for Nothing; ex- 
cept he that is firſt in Hand has played 2 
Card. | . | 

No Perſon muſt renounce when he has a 


Card of the Suite in his Hand; he that 
does 
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does it loſes the Party, and alſo pays ſor 
Quinola, in Place of him to whom it has 
been given in rencuncing, if it ſhould be the 


Caſe. 


Tur Perſon that renounces, having Qui. 
nola in his Hand, ſhall be % d, and if he 
ſhould happen to have Quinola forced, or 
gorge, he ſhall be S %% d a ſecond Time; 
firſt, for renouncing; and ſecondly, from 
the Right of the Game, If on the contrary, 
he ſhould give Quinola in renouncing, he 
ſhall leave the Fiſh in the Pool, for the good | 


of the Game, on Account of his being 


beſeed for renouncing ; otherwiſe he would 


win on one Side what he loſt on the other. 


Ir there ſhould be two Bohr to be paid

Fiſh in the Pool : in this Caſe, the Dealer 
is to lole his Deal, becauſe it is to be ſup- 
poſed that he is to blame, for not having 
laid the three Cards under t he Corner ot 


the Pool. 

Pur Perſon that takes a Trick ſhould turn 
it dir Sly; but any of the Party may look at 
the laſt Trick after it is turned: Too much 


Ute ſhould not be made of this Privilege. 


AN Perſon may examine, as often as he 


plcales, all the Tricks he has made. 
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He that wins the Pool, is to take it be- 


fore the Cards are cut for the following 


Hand ; if he does not, it is to remain for 


the good of the Game. 


Ir any Perſon has renounced by Miſtake, 
he may take his Card again, if he perceives 
it before the Trick is turned; but he muſt 
put on one of the ſame Suite, and he mult 
win the Trick if ke has a Card high enough 


in bis Hand. 


He that is conv Qed of having put Qui- 


nola among (t the three Cards that are left in 


Dealing, that one of the Party may take jt 
in, loles the Party to the Perſon that is 
youngeſt in Hand; he ſhall allo pay the 
Cards and the whole Lofles of the Came, 


and then the Party ſhould be totally finithed, 


He that ſhall lock at one of the Cards 


that are put cut, or at one of the three 


Cards that are leitin Dealing, which would 
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%% come to one of the Party, ſhail pay 


the 
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the Party for him to whom it would have 
come, or for him that put out the Card, 


if ſuch Perion ſhould loſe the Party. 


A Cary that is put out cannot be chang- 
ed again; any Perſon that does it is to loſe 
the Party, and he is to be bejtzd if he has 
Quinola in his Hand, or if it is amongft the 
Cards that are put out. 

Ir the Dealer does not put out a Card, 
an has eleven in his Hand, after having 
pla ved one, he loſes 855 Party. 

Ir chat takes in a Card without having 
put out one, loſes the Party. 

Hs that has Quinola and plays with 
ty.clve Cards ſhall be beſted, if Quinola 18 


ther forced or gorge; and he muſt not 


fake the Pool even if he ſhould give it in re- 
nouncing.z fo he runs the Riſque of being 
bled, without any Chance of winning. the 
P.o!, and of paying for the Aces Which 
tall be given him in renouncing, and of not 


receiving 
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receiving any thing for thoſe he ſhall give; 
he is alſo always to loſe the Party. 


He gains the Party that does not take any 
Tricks, or that has feweſt Points in thole 


he has taken, 


THERE are in the Game forty Points; ten 
in each Suite; the Aces are reckoned four 
Points, —the Kings three, —the Queens two 
—and the Knaves one. 


Ir there are two Perſons that have not 
taken a Trick, the youngeſt in Hand wins 


the Party. 


Ir there are two Perſons equal in the 


Number of their Points and Tricks, the 


youngeſt in Hand wins the Party, 


Ir there are two Perlons equal in Num- 


ber of Points, he that has feweſt Tricks wins 


the Party. 


Tn x Perſon that receives Quinoia in re- 


nouncing, pays him that bas given it to 


him, 
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him, whatever has been agreed upon; if the 
Paity is fixcd at two Fiſh, four Fiſh ſhould 
be paid for Quinola ; and eight when the 
Vis-a-vis receives it. 

He that forces Quinola is to be paid four 
Fiſh by the Perſon from whom it is forced, 


and two Fiſh by each of the other Perſons of 


the Party, as a Reward for Having forced it. 


—[In this, as in all other Cates, the YVis-Q-vis 
pays double, | „„ 

Tux Perſon that has Quinola gorge? is to 
pay four Fiſh for it to him that wins the 
Party, —he is allo Cd. | 

Tu Perfon that wins the Trick is to pay 
two Fiſh for each Ace to whoever gives it to 


Lin, (except it be the Ace of Diamonds) for 


„aich four Fiſh muſt. be paid; and thoſe 


hat have Aces forced mult pay for them in 
the lame Manner z—all Aces pay Double to 


he Vis-d- vis. 
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Tur Aces or Quinola given in renouncing,

Tus Aces and Quinola forced g, or 


wen in 1enouncing, ſhould be paid d. realy 
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when they are demande: If any of the 


Party heard them demanded), the Perſon 


that is to pay for them, may be obliged to 
make the Payment at any Time. 

Fnosr that begin to play voluntarily with 
the Aces they have in their Hand, ſhall not 
pay for them, till they are demanded by the 


Perſon that wins the Party, | 
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CHAPTER Tus SECOND, 


Or THE MANNER OT MAKING THE Re- 
VERSIS, —OF BREAKING IT,—AND or 
PAYING FOR IT. | 


HE Perſon that has taken the nine firſt 


Tricks, has undertaken the Reverſis. 


He that makes the Reverſis, is to be paid 
by the three other Perſons of the Party, 


double what the Party is played for; that is 


to ſay, if the Party is for two Fiſh, he is to 

be paid four Fiſh by each Perſon, except his 

Vis-a-vis who is to pay him eight Fiſh. ' 
Wunx the Reverſis is. made, no Perſon 


wins the Party. 


Hr that either deſignedly, or by Acct- 


dent, has feen a Card that is put out by any 


of the Party, is not to be paid for making 
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Hs that makes the Re verſis, is not to pay 
any Thing; he 1s to be reimburſed for the 
Ace:, or for Quinola, that have been given 
to him in renouncing; but that is not to 
prevent the Perſon that has given Quinola in 


renouncing, from taking the Pool. 


TuE Perſon that has had the Reverſis | 
broke at the tenth or eleventh Trick (which | 
is called breaking the Reverſis à la binne), 
ſhall pay to him that has broke it ſixteen Fiſh; | 
ſhould it happen to be his Vis-a-vis that has 
broke the Reverſis, he is not to pay him 
more than ſixteen Fiſh, as by making the 
Re verſis he could not have gained more chan 
that Number. | 

As ſoon as the Reverſis is broke à 4 


bonne, the Hand is finiſhed. 


Hz that breaks the Reverſis 2 /a bene, 
18 to have the tenth and eleventh Tricks 
free; that is to ſay, the Hand being finiſhed 


a la benne, the Aces and Quinola are not to 
. | be 
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be paid for, nor can the Pool be taken, or 
any one beſted; but the Perſon that has broke 
the Reverſis, is to be paid ſixteen Fiſh by him 


that had undertaken to make it, 


Hs that has undertaken” the Reverſis and 
has Quinola in his Hand, if his Reve: ſis is 
broke at the tenth Trick, though he may 
have an Opportunity of giving Quinola in 
renouncing at the cleventh Trick, without 
being bed, he ſhall not take the Pool, and 
muſt pay the Price of the Reverſis to him 
that has broke it; the Hand is always finiſh- 
ed when the Reverſis is broke d la bonne, 


| Hs that has undertaken the Reverſis, and 
has played Quinola d % benne, ſhall be 
beſt:d, if the Reverſis is broke at che tenth 
or eleventh Trick, and he mult pay the Per- 


ſon that has broke 1t. 


He that has undertaken the Reverſis, and 
has voluntarily played Quinola, whether it 
be à la bonne or no, ſhall be ed if the 

| Reyerſis 
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Reverſis is broke, and in chat Cafe Quinola 
muſt be paid to him that has broke it, be- 


cauſe no Perſon wins the Party. 


Tur Perſon that has made the Reverſis, 


and has played Quinola a la bonne, is to 
take the Pool and to be paid for the Reyer- 


ſis, and no one wins the Party. 


THe Perſon that makes the Reverſis, and 
has not played Quinola until the tenth or 
eleventh Trick, is to be paid for the Rever- 
ſie, but he muſt not take the Pool, 
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L that has the four Aces in his Hand, 
- has the Privilege of renouncing to eve- 
a ry Suite; he may play the four Aces end all 
3 | his Cards in renouncing, upon whatever 
1 Cards he pleaſes, without being obliged to 
| obſerve any Order, and he is to be paid for 
1 the Aces by thoſe he has given them to, at 
1 ; 
1 the Rate of two Fiſh for each Ace, and 
| | four for the Ace of Diamonds. 
i ALL Aces given to a Vis-a-vis, are to be 
paid for double. | : 
t | __ He that has Quinola along with the four 
| Aces, may give it in renouncing, and is to be 


paid by the Perſon that receives it ;—he is 
alſo to take the Pool. | | 

j | Hs that has not the Quinola, but has the 
| four Aces, would do wrong if he put out 


one 


one of them, becauſe he might take in Qui- 
nola, in Place of the Ace he had put out, 
and then he would not have it in his Power 


to renonnce to every Suite, 


Hz that has the four Aces, and ſhall ſuffer © 


another Perſon to make the Reverſis, ſhall 
pay for the reſt of the Part y, the Price of the 
Reverſis to him that has made it: for Exam- 
ple, if it js fixed at four Fiſh each, he ſhall 
pay ſixteen; that is, eight for his Vis-a-wis. 


IT is proper here again to obſerve, that 
in every Caſe the Vis-a-wis is to pay double 
for the Aces and Quinola. 
rx the Perfon that has the four Aces hrealæs 
the Reverſis d Ia bonne, he that has ducere | 


taken to make it is to pay him. 


Tur Perſon that has the four Aces, may 
allo make the Reverſis and be paid for it; 


but if it ſhould be broke & Ja benne, he 


ſhall be ſubje& to the ſame Puniſhments a; 


it he had not the four Accs ; and if he has 
„ the 
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the Quinola, he ſhall be obliged to play i: 
& la benne, in Order to win the Pool; and 
without having any particular Privilege, he 
ſhall run the ſame Riſque as any other Per- 
{on of being bed. 


TIF the Perſon that has attempted to give 


the four Aces in renouncing, ſhall be oblige 


to enter by any Perſon having play<d 4 Suite, 


of which there has remained a Card in the 


R:nouncer*: Hand, he ſhall pay back the 
Price of all the Aces to thoſe he ſhall 


have given them to, and he ſhall pay the 


Party to him that has the feweſt Points 


and Tricks, being himſelf incapable of 


winning the Party. 


Ir the Perſon that has attempted to 
give the four Accs in renouncing is oblig- 
ed to enter, and has had the Misſortune of 
having Quindla in his Hand, he ſhall be 

= beſied,
